cliffe. Some three months ago he was 
transferred to France as a Major in a 
Canadian battalion and in this unit 
evidently met his death. 

Shortly before leaving Sarcee last 
year he was given the long service 
medal in recognition of his having 
been connected with the Canadian 
militia for 20 years. ITe was exclu- 
sively a Red Deer man having lived 
entirely in this city and district after

British Repulse Enemy 
Attacks in Thiepval Area 


Paris, Via Lendan, Oct. 5. — ‘fhe 
French official communication issued 
this evening, says: 

“North of the Somme we continu- 
ed our progress eastwaid of Morvatl, 
We repulsed a strong counter attack 
on our newly conquered trench north 
of Frigicourt. 

“South of the Somme the enemy's 
artillery continues to display great 
activity, principally in the sector of 
Barleau-Belloy-Deniccourt. 

“In the Woevre, near St. Benoit, 
our heavy artillery has taken under 
its fire a military station where great 
movements of troops had been — re- 
ported, and cqused a large fire. 

“Onthe remainder of the front 
there is nothing to report.” 


BRITISIT REPORT 


London, Oct. 6,—The British offici- 
al-communication issued at midnizht, 
says: 

“There is little to report from the 
battle front, except of the enemy 
shelling Gucudecourt and its neigh- 
borhood, and of the enemy counter 
attacks in the Thiepval area, which 
we severely handled and repulsed, 

“Between July Ist and September 
30th, besides large quantities of oth- 
er war material, we captured and re- 
moved from the Somme battle front 
20 heavy guns and heavy howitzers,

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| BREAD FACTS 

It is a mistake to think that the 
moistness of a loaf of bread depends 
wholly upon the quantity of water 
it contains. One that seems quito 
dry in eating may centain as much 
water as, or even more than one: that 
eats moist. The difference in the:sen- 
sation on the palate is due to thercon- 
dition of the gluten in the bread. If 
this has been sufficiently ripened‘ in 
the dough the bread will seem soft 
and moist, if it is either over or un- 
der ripe it will seem dry, but the sen- 


| sation of dryness arises’ from a dif- 


ferent cause in the two.cases. In the 
first case the bread is dry because of 
the toughness of the crumb and the 
difficulty with which it mixes with the 
saliva to form a bolus in the mouth. 
The absence of flavor is due to the 
insolubility of those parts which pos- 
sess flavor, and the sensation impart- 
ed to the palute is much like that pro- 
duced by fine shavings or bran. When 
the dough has been overripe the sen- 
sation of dryness is still caused by 
the difficulty in getting the bread ii 
the mouth to mix with the saliva and 
form a continuous.paste, it is crumbly, 
and will not stick together. The flavor 
of bread is in some degree dependent 
on its moistness, and some persons 
have in fact a difficulty in distinguish. 
{ing between the physical sensations 
due to the latter and the flavor: proper, 
which only be produced by the:soluble 
substances in bread.

RAISING ORPHAN LAMBS 


Rich Milk is One Secret of Shepherd’s 
Success 

A problem 1s the proper care of the 
orphan lamb. If the flock has been 
badly wintered many ewes will fail 
to supply the requisite milk and will 
disown their lambs. With such flocks 
the shepherd’s days are full of trouble. 
Unless another ewe with plenty of 
milk can be induced to take the or- 
phan lamb, the only recourse is cow’s 
milk. Cow's milk is not nearly so 
rich as ewe'’s milk, and for that rea- 
son should not be diluted with water. 
In fact, the chemists find that ewe’s 
milk has just about three times as 
much butter-fat material as cow’s 
milk. 

Use, therefore, the richest milk pos- 
sible. Give it often, warm, and in 
small amounts. The young lamb {is 
used to sucking every hour or so, 
and the ideal way is to give from three 
to five tablespocnfuls every two hours. 
This, of course, is bothersome, and 
the space of time between feeding 
periods should be gradually lengthen- 
ed out. Always be sure that the milk 
is given warm and clean, and in too 
small amounts rather than too large 
amounts. Be sure that the nipples 
and bottles are perfectly clean. The 
raising of orphan lambs {s_bother- 
some. Nevertheless, those who have 
had the most experience claim that 
they are able to raise their orphan 
lambs to weaning time with practically 
no losses.

| PREVENTION: BEST CURE 


If you want to protect your oat crop 
from the ravages of smut give your 
seed the formalin treatment before 
you sow it. If you want to protect 
your potato crop from the ravages 
of scab, you should do the same thing 
before you plant the seed. This treat- 
ment requires the expenditure of a 
little money—not very much—and a 
little extra labor and inconvenience. 
But it is certainly worth while to go 
to this expense and trouble when you 
consider what it means to you in the 
way of increased income from these 
crops. If you do not believe it, try it. 
Sow a part of a field of oats with 
properly treated seed. Sow the rest 
of it with untreated seed. Then, after 
the oats have headed, go into the field 
with a barrel hoop. Toss it into a 
portion of the treated field, count 
the totai number of stalks inside the 
hoop, and the number which are dam- 
aged. Do this three times in differ- 
ent places in‘this part of the field, 
and figure up what percentage of the 
crop has been damaged by smut. Do 
the same thing in the untreated part 
of the field and figure up the percen- 
tage of damage. Then sit down with a 
pencil and a sheet of paper and figure 
up how much increase in the yield 
of the fieJd there would have been 
had you treated all the seed sowed 
instead of only a portion of it. Per- 
form this experiment once, and there 
will never be any question in your 
mind about the advisability of treat- 
ing your seed. Do it just once, and 
you will never again sow untreated 
seed.—Maritime Farmer, 


Apron For Bicyclist

improvised a mackintosh apron which 
she says serves her excellently when 
the rain is driving hard in her face. 
It is just an ordinary waterproof apron 
of single texture, a little deeper than 
skirt length, and full enough to go 
three-parts round the body.

She says it is light, not so cumber- 
some as one would think because it 
has plenty of air space at the back, 
and serves her admirably as a quick-

FOWL ON GARDEN LAND 


How to Care For Fowl—Don’t Use 
Foul Lana 


There are two methods by which 
fowls may be kept on the garden plot. 
If the plot of land is on the small 
side, it will be necessary to keep the 
birds confined to their shelters during 
the time such land is under cultiva- 
tion; but if there 1s a good-sized 
Piece of ground at one’s disposal, and 
it is desired that the birds shall ac- 
count for hatchable eggs in season, 
then one portion of such ground may 
be run over whilst the other portion 
{s being cropped. In adopting this 
method, the house and scratching shed 
should be erected at the south end 
of the plot, and the latter should be 
divided by means of wire netting fixed 
to suitable stakes, a boarded fenco 
two feet high being fixed to the stakes 
to prevent the birds from becoming 
restless through being unable to get 
at the produce on the other side, a 
thing likely to result if they were 
allowed to see such produce. By hav- 
ing the house provided with two out- 
lets, the attendant would be able to 
let the birds out into the run it is 
intended they shall occupy. 

Should the plot of land be in area, 
say, twenty yards square, then it is 
a good plan to erect the house and 
scratching shed in its centre and 
divide the land into four parts, three 
parts being put under vegetable cul- 
tivation, whilst the other part is be- 
ing occupied by the fowls. The birds 
would be allowed to occupy each plot 
in turn, the several plots being crop- 
ped in rotation. Portable fencing will 
be necessary when adopting this 
method, such fencing being of such a 
kind as to facilitate easy erection 
around each plot in succession. 

Many there are who possess good 
sized plots of garden ground and de- 
vote them entirely to the use of poul- 
try. This is a great mistake, and one 
that, unfortunately, is only discovered 
when disease incidental to foul land 
breaks out among the stock. Where 
a good sized plot of land exists there 
{is no reason why the fowls should 
suffer through tainted ground, if it is 
managed on the lines indicated above. 
When the birds have rendered the 
plot of land on which they run unsafe 
for their health, the spade can be 
got to work and the seeds sown or 
the plants put in, and the crops will 
feed upon the manure, and so sweeten 
the soil ready for occupation again 
by the fowls. Fowls run upon land 
recently cleared of crops breed ex- 
ceedingly well, the eggs being strongly 
fertilized and the chicks robust and 
quick growing. This is due, no doubt, 
to the fact that the birds have fresh 
land to run upon, and, in addition, 
an abundance of insect life to con- 
sume—Jjust the thing to invigorate and 
strengthen the reproductive organs. 

Nicotine For Roses 


For aphis (green lice) on roses, 
spray with a nicotine solution. A per- 


fectly good solution may be made by |! 


pouring two quarts of boiling water 
over a pound of tobacco stems. This 
decoction may he used with safety 
on roses without dilution. Do not 
boil tobacco in water; this drives off 
the nicotine; just steep the stems. 
Almost any form of tobacco will an- 
swer, but the stems are cheap.

Baron Shaughnessy Strikes Hopeful Note 


BARON SHAUGHNESSY 


HILE in Vancouver, Baron 
W Shaughnessy, President of 

the Canadian Pacific Rail- 
way, gave a most interesting ad- 
dress lasting almost half an hour to 
the members of the Vancouver 
Board of Trade. During his re- 
marks, which were listened to by 
several hundred members of the 
Board of Trade as well as by pro- 
minent business men not connected 
with the board, Lord Shaughnessy 
briefly referred to what his com- 
pany had done for Vancouver and 
Victoria, to the position of the sol- 
diers after the war, the question of 
immigration and the duty of the cit- 
izens of Vancouver as well as of 


the entire Dominion in furthering | 


the interests of this country. 

Prefacing his address with a brief 
reference to the gentlemen who had 
accompanied him on the trip to the 
coast, Lord Shaughnessy alluded to 
the Vancouver of twenty-five years 
ago. 

“When you look around,” he said, 
“and see the changes that have 
taken place at that pediod, you feel 
no doubt as we all feel that we are 
all entitled to a great deal of credit 


for the present conditions here. 
You have your splendid wharves, 
your large ocean-going tonnage, 


your magnificent streets and resi- 
dentiai section, your splendid busi- 
ness blocks, and if I might be per- 
mitted to say it, probably the fin- 
est hotel on the continent.” (Ap- 
plause.) 

“I think, too, that you will admit 
whatever little, differences we may 
have had from time to time that, 
during all these years your work- 
ing partner, the C.P.R., has neither 
been niggardly nor narrow. I think 
too, that if our friends and neigh- 
bours across the gulf in the older 
city of Victoria, where at present 
business is not as brisk as it might 
be, a situation that we are exper- 
jenecing in many localities on the 
continent, but I think that Victoria, 
which has made such marked pro- 
gress and has been so exceedingly 
presperous in recent years, will al- 
s0 bear testimony to the earnestness 
with which your partner assisted 
in forwarding all their good works. 

“The policy of the Company in 
Victoria and at other points served 
by the company’s lines has been one 
of creation and improvement. 


of creation and improvement. Some- | 


times probably we have overshot 
the mark and have anticipated the 
future, but we did it with an impli- 
cit confidence and there was only 
a little while to wait when every- 
thing would grow to what we had 
been providing for in Vancouver as 
elsewhere. The last three or four 
years have been years of depression 
in business, not in Vancouver alone 
bnt throughout the country. Proba- 
bly this may be attributed to a de- 
gree of over-confidence and no doubt 
69 some extent to over speculation, 


but we have all learned a lesson.” 

Lord Shaughnessy said that there 
was evidence on which his banking 
friends would, bear him out, of de- 
cided improvement in trade condi- 
tions on the Pacific coast. The 
lunrber industry beyond doubt is 


‘}more brisk than it has been for a 


considerable time, the mining is in a 
very prosperous condition indeed. 
The works that the company has 
performed in Vancouver and its en- 
vironments involved a vast expendi- 
ture of money. It is true that we had 
a substantial return for the town- 
site that became the property of the 
company at the time Vancouver was 
established, but every dollar receiv- 
ed from that townsite and many niil- 
lons more have been cxpended with- 
in the boundaries of the city. (Ap- 
plause.) 


“This is not the time to undertake 
many improvements, not a time in- 
deed to take anything in hand or to 
say anything in the nature of pro- 
mises of important works, but it is 
clear to me that for the future re- 
‘quirements of the port it will be 
necessary to spend a very large sum 
on money in providing additional 
jetty for which steps have already 
been taken. The poft in its present 
stage of development would be a 
matter of surprise to almost ay 
person who had not fotlowed the his- 
tory of Vancouver. When the finst 
Empress came here in 1890, we hop- 
ed to secure traffic eneugh to feed 
these three Empresses on the east- 
bound voyage. Today we have ton- 
nage beyond the facilities that have 
been provided at a cost of mifHions 
of dollars and we can see that we 
have in the future a very substan- 
tial increase in that tonnage. The

| With the return of better times, and 
{when conditions were more favora- 
‘ble. no doubt extensions would be 
imade “without any demand on the} 
, exchequer of the province.” (Laugh- | 
| ter.) | 

“We must try to determine,” said | 
Lord Shaughnessy, ‘‘what our policy 
is going to be in the future. 1 
speak for the policy of all of us who 
|are imterested in the welfare and 
progres of the Domimion. At the! 
moment we have one working thing 
that supercedes all others. The war 
must be prosecuted to a successful | 
conclusion at allhazards. (Applause.) | 
Nothing that is either directly or! 
indirectly connected with the suc.) 
cessful prosecution of the war) 
should occupy more than a second- 
ary place in our thoughts. The war, 
will not last forever. ' 

“Indeed, there are those of us who 
think that the end is not far off. 
But whether it be this year or next 
year or the year after, we must be 
‘prepared to take advantage of such 
| opportunities as may offer. Canada 
‘has made tremendous sacrifices in 
|money and men, giving direct de- 
| monstration of Canada's patriotic | 
'loyalty to the Mother Country and 
the Empire. The fact thet we 


' 


| 


have taken such a strong position 
that we have done so much to help 
has won for us the sympathy beyond 
doubt of Great Britain and of Bri-; 


tich allies, and to the extent that 
those nations can be of service in 
forwarding large industrial and com- 


mercial and agricultural interest 
operation. 

“But I do not like the idea of de- 
pending toe much on the goodwill 
‘of others. We must endeavor to re 
the right thing ourselves. It is quite’ 
useless, to my mind, to imagine thal 
because of the animostities orsing 
from the war, that the Germans and 
Austrians are to be shut out from! 
all civilized countries of the world;| 
compelled to ccnf'ne their trade re- 
latiohs in thelr own countries and 
with each other. H 

“Those feelings of animosity are 
rapidly dissipated if there be a com- 
| mercial advantage in forgetting thatl 
| they exist. We cannot count upon! 
that either as a very important in-!

and other industries, instead of a 
sovernment, which often was, he 
said, slow in its mevoments. “We 
have ample time to make plans,” he 
said, “to induce good people to come 
here. For several months after the 
war all the ships on the Atlantic 
will be engaged in bringing home 
the troops, so that there will not be 
much opportunity to bring people 
from Europe for a Jong time. Dur- 
ing that intervening period we must 
have opportunities to see where 
these people can be secured, the 


kind of people that we should se-. 


cure, and other infermation that 
will promete a_ scientific immigra- 
tion propaganda.
